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DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 1, 4-9, 11-16, 18-20, 22 and 23 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Epler (US 5,825,867) teaches providing a VIP code to a caller, and when 

a caller enters his/her ID (VIP code) in call waiting, a distinctive ring notifies a 
called party the of importance of the call based on the caller Entered ID. Epler 
fails to teach providing multiple priority codes, each representing a level of 
urgency, to each one of a plurality of callers. Epler also fails teaches the 
uniqueness of the codes provided to callers. 

Prior art issued to Leung (US 6,005,870) teaches providing a plurality of 
codes, each representing a level of importance, to callers. However, Leung also 
fails to teach the uniqueness of the codes provided to callers.
